WY “Roosevelt-ch Monday.—A joint | 


Roosevelt-Churchill statement, 

says that the leaders are 
planning ‘‘the earliest maximum con- 
centration of Allied war power upon 
the enemy.”’ 

The text of the joint 
Tí ads — 

“The President and the Prime 
Minister, assisted by high naval, 
military and air authorities, are con- 
tinuing the Washington series of con- 
versations and conferences which began 
on Friday. The object in view is the 
earliest maximum concentration of 
Allied war power upon the enemy, and 
reviewing or, where necessary, further 
concentrating all measures which have 
for some time past been on foot to 
develop and sustain the effort of the 
United Nations. 

‘It would naturally be impossible 
to give any account of the course of 
the discussions, and unofficial state- 
ments about them can be no more 
than surmise. 

‘Complete understanding and _ har- 
mony exists between all concerned in 
facing the vast and grave tasks which 
lie ahead. 

‘ A number of outstanding points of 
detail, which it would have been diffi- 
cult to settle by correspondence, had 
been adjusted by technical Officers 
aiter consultation with the President 
and the Prime Minister.”’ 

In issuing the statement, Mr. Stephen 
Early, the President’s Secretary, told 
journalists that it was. only an inter- 
mediate statement and that there 
would, in all probability, be a final 
report on the discussions.— (Reuter. )

R. HARRY HOPKINS, in New 
York last might, predicteds 
mighty United Nations’ offensive 
against Germany with “a second, 
third and fourth front if necessary.

In a sweeping view of the entire war, 
Mr. Hopkins said: “What of our 
3,000,000 trained ground troops, 
with modern mechanised equipment? 
General Marshall, the great leader of 
our Army, is not training these men 
to play tiddlywinks. A second front? 
Yes—and “if necessary a third and 
fourth front to pen the German Arm 
in the ring of our offensive steel. 
Hitler's boastings are getting tamer 
and tamer, for he knows the Russian 
Army on his Eastern front and the 
British-American Army on other fronts 
—when and where he does not know— 
will bring his vaunted Panzer divisions 
to heel.

Mr. Early referred to the suggestion 
that ~Lieut.-General MacNaughton 
would “lead the invasion of the Con- 
tinent as ‘“‘highly speculative, with- 
out any actual íoundation.”

Various Axis sources yesterday declared that German and 
Rumanian troops had broken through the city's inner defences, 
and were engaged in bitter street battles. 


Latest official news of the fighting at 
Sebastopol was contained in a Pravda 
despatch from the front, which said: 
‘* Furious enemy attacks on Sunday in 
the northern and southern sectors were 
all beaten off. In the northern sector 
the Germans attempted to drive. a 
wedge into our lines; supported by a 
large number Of heavy tanks. ey 
only partly succeeded in this and 
suffered heavy losses.”’ 

It is presumably this sector on the 
north shore of the Severnay Bay to 
which the Axis claim to have reached 
the suburbs refers. On this shore a 
number of isolated forts—subjected to 
fierce short-range artillery fire and 
ceaseless dive-bonibing—otill are hold- 
ing out. 

Berlin’s latest official claim went no 
farther than to say that the region 
north of the bay had been cleared and 
that at various points of the front more 
forts and strongly defended heights 
had been overcome. 

A Vichy report quoted a Stockholm 
despatch, which said that reinforce- 
ments landed by warships were “'in- 
adequate ” against Marshal von Man- 
— 20 divisions and numerous 

anks. 


 A Buc.iarest message, received in 
Vichy last night, stated :—‘‘ The battle 
is now being waged in the streets of 
Sebastopol. The noise of artillery and 
machine-gun fire is more and more often 
dominated by the noise of formidable 
explosions, caused by the buildings 
which the Russians are blowing up 
before their departure. Evacuation is 
being harried by the Luftwaffe, which 
this morning sank three transports. 
Nevertheless, the German advance is 
being made cautiously, in view of the 
violent resistance of Soviet rear guards 
which are protecting the bulk of the 
garrison. The northern districts of the 
town are now a mass of smoking ruins.”’

RUSSO-GERMAN LOSSES 


Moscow Soviet Information Bureau 
states that in one year’s fighting the 
Germans have lost ten million men 
killed, wounded or missing. Soviet 
losses are 4,500,000, it is stated. 

The figure of German dead is given 
as not less than 3,500,000 men. 

The Bureau gives the following 
figures of German and Soviet losses 
in war material during the year:— 
Guns — Germany, 30,500; Russia, 
22,000. Tanks — Germany, 24,000; 
Russia, 15,000. ‘Planes — Germany, 
20,000; Russia, 9,000. 70 per cent. of 
the Red Army worded have returned 
to the ranks, but only 40 per cent. of 
German wounded have returned to the 
German Army, it is added.— (Reuter.)

The German News Agency last night 
claiméd that the German attack north- 
east of Kharkov had gained further 
ground, “' —— extraordinarily diffi- 
cult terrain.

SETTLEMENT, eas for 
the payment of a sum that 
was not, stated, was announced in 
the slander. and assault action 
against the Rev. Felix Burke, 
Parish Priest, Bunninadden, Bally- 
mote, which was opened before Mr.

3rd, 1941, he struck and kicked 
them while they were hearing Mass 
and assaulted Charles with a life 
preserver. " 

Father Burke denied both the alleged 
slander and the alleged assault, and 
pleaded that if he had used the words 
complained of and if there had been an 
assault it was in the discharge of his 
duty as parish priest and: for the pur- 
pose of maintaining good order and 
discipline in the church, .and that any 
assault was in self defence.

MANY BUSINESSES HIT 


HILE a month’s gvace is bei 
given to owners of commercia 
vehicles, which will come under the 
rmit system—the scheme, arranged 
or July Ist, will not come into force 
until August 1st--further drastic 
restrictions on commercial motor 
vehicles are foreshadowed. 

Except in exceptional circumstances, 
the use of motor vans and small lorries 
in the following businesses probably 
will be discontinued altogether :—Re- 
tail grocery deliveries, caterers, ice- 
cream vendors, victuallers ; retail de- 
liveries, hotels, drapers; retail 
deliveries, salesmen, commercial 
travellers, agents, pig and cattle 
dealers travelling from fair to fair, 
electricians. painting contractors, 
plumbers, decorators, ironmongers, re- 
tail hardware, travelling shops, 
hawkers, touring cinemas, battery and 
radio services, motor and cycle factors, 
motor upholstery, weights. and 
measures, machines and machine dis- 
tributors, scale and weighing machines 
suppliers, dairy machine — suppliers, 
equipment suppliers, plano . re- 
peirers, electrical contractors, furni 


ture removers, glass and cork -im- . 


porters, roof and gutter repairers, 
undertakers. coffin manufacturers, 
nurseries, skin collectors, and film dis- 
tributors. 


FOOD TRANSPORT 


Vehicles dealing with wholesale 
trades and all other lorries will, of 
course, come under the Eas system 
on August 1st, and will reguired to 
show that they are an essential service 
before petrol allocations will be made. 
As far as possible, transport for food 
will be granted the necessary petrol, 
and where retail interests come 
together and pool their transport re- 
quirements, consideration will be given 
by the Department of gi om to any 
practicable scheme. ould, for 
instance, a dozen business houses de- 
cide to plan their deliveries, so that 
one or two vehicles would cover all 
requirements, there is a likelihood that, 
for the time being, an allowance of 
petro] would be made 

Inevitably a scheme of transport 
rationalisation, creating zones of 
traffic and providing for two-way loads, 
will be required to meet the situation. 

It was announced some time afio 
that basic allowances for vans and 
lorries up to 3 cwt. (unladen) would 
be suspended as fro Ju' Ist, and 
that the permit system would he 
applied to all commercial goods 
vehicles. 

From the volume of correspondence 
reaching the Department of Supplies, 
however, it is evident that numerous 
readjustments will be necessary by the 
various interests affected to meet the 
new situation, and the Minister for 
Supplies has decided that they should 
be given further time for consideration 
of the difficulties arising, so that 
undue hardship may not result from 
the operation of the acheme. It has 


been decided, therefore, to continue | 


the basic allowance for all commercial 
goods vehicles in Jul, and to post- 
pone the introduction of the new 
scheme until August. Meanwhile the 
trading prose will have an oppor 
tunity of discussing their difficulties 
with the Department, and, in this 
connection, arrangements for the 
pooling. of deliveries which traders may 
themselves propose will receive favour- 
able consideration, provided a substan- 
tial saving in petrol results therefrom. 
It can be definitely assumed, however, 
that the operation of the scheme will 
not be postponed beyond August, and 
that traders who fail to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity now given to 
make suitable adjustments in their 
trading methods may then find them- 
selves in difficulties. 

Following the reccnt reduction in 
the supplies of petrol coming into the 
country, the restrictions on traffic, 
including the removal of private cars 
from the road, were essary to bring 
the total issues of petrol within the 
uota available, but, notwithstanding 
the drastic steps taken, the quantity 
still being given out exceeds the quota 
of imports, and further reductions 
will have to be made. The reservoir 
from which reductions can be made 1s 
limited, except from the considerable 
number of small vans and lorries used 
for non-essential purposes, and, while 
they may have to go, all classes. of 
users will be called upon for further 
economies.

LIKE RIPE FRUIT 


BERLIN, Monday. — “After a 
furious dive-bombing attack which 
shook the earth for hundreds of yards, 
infantry storm columns and sappers 
at 5.20 a.m. on June 20 launched their 
assault on the outer field fortifications 
to Tobruk,’ said the German ' News 
Agency to-night. ‘Tobruk fell like 
the ripe fruit of Rommel’s previous 
‘cauldron’ attacks, by which he 
managed in 34 weeks of fighting to 
engage isolated parts of the enemy 
forces and defeat them, thus gradu- 
ally weakening their fighting power. 

* Rommel’s decisive master stroke 
was to bring forward his troops from 
the east during twilight, instal them 
in their new positions without giving 
them an hour’s rest, and send them in 
to attack Tobruk early next morning.”’ 

“- Dive-bombers and fighter-bombers 
on Sunday attacked British lorry 
columns in North Africa fleeing 
towards Egypt,’’ says German radio. 
** Nineteen patrol tanks and 85 fully- 
laden lorries were destroyed. Amoug 
Ei taken at Tobruk are five 
ienerals, including a newly-arrived 
South African General.'' 


ROMMEL PROMOTED 


BERLIN, Monday.—Herr Hitler has 
romoted General Rommel to Field- 
arshal. 

Field-Marshal Rommel, in a speech 
broadcast by all German radio stations 
from Tobruk to-night, said: “ Almost 
four weeks of hard fighting are behind 
us. It was a remarkable success. Our 
soldiers have done superhuman work.

‘GREATEST BLUNDER’ 
JINNAH WARNS BRITAIN 


A warning to the British Govern- 
ment that they would be “making 
the greatest blunder if they sur- 
rendered to Congress in any manner 
detrimental to Muslim jnterests,”’ was 
iven by Mr. Jinnah, President of the 
Muslim League, to-day, @ Reuter tele.

I am glad that at least Mr. Gandhi 
has openly declared that unity and a 
Hindu-Muslim settlement can come 
only after the achiev-nent of Indian 
independence, and has thereby thrown 
away the cloak he has worn for the 
last twenty-two years.”

On the general issue 
Monsieur Laval reaffirmed the policy 
which he formulated when he came 


into office. France at the moment, 
he said, was passing through 
difficult times; but, from his 


point of view, a more fearful and 
more anxious moment would arrive 
when the fate of the French people 
should be fixed “ for long years to 
come.” Germany was “ waging 
terrific battles '” in order to create 
a new Europe in which it was 
essential that France should find a 
worthy place. France had been 
wrong in 1918 when her leaders 
refused to reach a proper understand- 
ing with Germany. She had been 
wrong in 1939 “' to start the war.” 
The chance now had occurred to 
repair former errors of policy and to 
bring about a final reconciliation 
with Germany ; and his presence at 
the head of the French Government 
had a meaning that has escaped 
nobody either in France or abroad. 
“I desire,” declared Monsieur 
Laval, ‘‘ to establish normal and 
confident relations with Germany 
and Italy. I also desire a German 
victory; otherwise Bolshevism will 
rule in Europe.” The French leader 
spoke throughout his broadcast as if 
Germany’s sole opponent were Soviet 
Russia. He made no mention of 
Great Britain, the United States, or 
of any of the other nations with 
whom the Third Reich finds itself at 
war to-day. - 

Up to this point Monsieur Laval 
said nothing that he had not said 
on former occasions, confining his 
remarks to generalities regarding 
the need for a German victory and 
for # more realistic policy on the 
part of the French people. Towards 
the end, however, he made a par- 
ticular announcement which, appa- 
rently, was the main purpose of his 
speech. Since the defeat of France 
one of the principal concerns of the 
unhappy French people has been the 
fact that almost 1,500,000 young 
Frenchmen are prisoners of war in 
Germany. Marshal Pétain always 
has insisted that the alleviation of 
their lot, and, if possible, the 
securing of their release, were a 
major part of his ‘‘ collaboration ”’ 
policy; and Monsieur Laval said 
yesterday that his return to power 
had raised new hopes in the hearts 
of the prisoners and their relatives. 
The ‘‘ sensational” escape of General 
Giraud, however, had prevented 
anything in the nature of mass 
liberation. It also had put an end 
to certain privileges that had been 
granted by the German authorities 
to their captives; but an oppor- 
tunity now had arisen not only to 
help the prisoners, but even to 
secure the release of substantial 
numbers. Germany, said Monsieur 
Laval, lacked man-power in her 
fight against the Soviets. French 
industry was in a bad way, and 
there was widespread unemployment 
in the country. Herr Hitler, who 
was inclined to act generously in 
the matter, had promised to release 


cultural labourers for employment 
at home, on condition that an 
equivalent number of French indus-

Mr. McConnell’s defence was that 
the position had been misrepresented, 
and that when he drew the cheque, 
which was for one-fourth of the value 
of the property, h: was, ‘‘as the 

laintiff then well knew, so drunk that 
he wag unable to comprehend the 
meaning or effect of the transaction.”’ 

Mr. Belton denied the misrepresenta- 
tion, and said that no drink had been 
produced until the cheque was signed, 


when he produced a bottle of 
whiskey, — 


Judge Davitt described the casé as 
an unsavoury onc, and the allegations 
made against Mr. Belton as “ beyond 
what is expected from business men.

Church, where dense clouds of (stage) 
smoke suddenly belched through the 
upper Windows of a private house. In 
a few moments the brigade dashed alo 
from Chatham row, in its wake one o 
the old lumbersome escapes. The latter 
was quickly reared to a window, and a 
helmeted fireman, with a camera-~man 
behind, mounted it 

A figure in shirt and trousers. 
frantically gesticulating, had appeared 
at the window. Duly he was hauled 
down to safety. 

On the street below a second camera- 
man was busily “ closing up” all the 
paraphernalia of fire-fighting — the 
engine, the hose-rolling, the adeaana 
ete. ntly he turned his lens and 
handle upon two apparently inebriated 
gentlemen, who, after the manner of 


circus clowns, burlesqued the part of 
civilian helpers, being finally dowsed 
for their pains by the brigade hoses. 
The film had its first showing shortly 
afterwards: at the Empire (now the 
Olympia) Theatre in Dame street.

MISSING MAN 
SEEN IN MONTREAL 


Information that Mr. Arthur Francis 
Borthwick Watters, son of the late Mr. 
Lewis Jd. Watters. Crown Solicitor for 
Kilkenny, who disappeared in 1921, had 
been seen in Montreal in the summer o 
1925. led to the adjournment of a motion 
asking for an Order to presume his death.

information from Mr. Frank Fitzgerald, 
horse trainer, Grassyard, Ballyconra, Bally- 
ragget. County Kilkenny, who had made 
an affidavit stating that when passing 
through Montreal on his way to Western 
Canada in the summer of 19235 he;met Mr. 
Watters and talked to him f twenty 
minutes. Mr. Watters appeared to be in 
good health and in affluent circumstances. 
He did not say where he was living or 
whether he was married, but he believed 
he & he wag working in an office in 
Montreal. They discussed. friends in 
Kilkenny, but Mr. Watters did not mention 
any member of his family, and did not 
discuss his own affairs.

FINANCIAL NOTES 


BY OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT. 


A few weeks ago a wave of optimism 
spread over the London Stock Exchange, 
partly because of the start of mass air 
raids by the R.A.F. over Germany, and 
in more than one section prices rose rather 
sharply, for a demand for stock found 1" 
market poorly supplied.
